‘ LAW MAKING AND LAW | 


. BREAKING. 

The resignation of Robert E. Tod, immigration 
commissioner at New York, is worth something 
More than a footnote in that great volume on 
democracy entitled the United States. 

Mr. Tod, it seems, has been trying to enforce 
the immigration law and he is tired pf the job. 
But he has tired not because of a conflict with 
the lawless, like a prosecuting attorney, but be 
cause of @ conflict with the reputed law abiding, 
even, and in fact especially, the representatives of 
law and legality. 

-_In other words, Mr. Tod has been up against 
political pull. Repeatedly he has complained of 
pressure brought to induce him to shut his eyes 
that unfit immigrants might slip into the country, 
or that unfit aliens subject to deportation might 
remain. A recent case is said to be that of one 
Sammy Gol@mant, mental defective, in whose be- 
half appeals went up to Washington from influen- 
tial New Yorkers, including no less an individual 
than Gov. Smith, Last year Mr, Tod publicly 
complained of threats to punish him for not break- 
ing the law—and the threats were those of con- 
gressmen under pressure from clients or constitu- 


. ents, 


. 


Thus we have the legislator writing laws for us 
with his right hand and canceling them for his 
political profit with the left, 

This reduces law to something worse than noth- 
ing. Ut is to create a government the exact op- 
posite of that which we had supposed it was our 
birthright to possesa, a government of laws and 


| not of men. Politics and private pull creates a 


government of men and not of laws. 

And this evil, against which Mr. Tod, to his 
own credit as man and citizen, rebels, is going to 
be an increasing evil in this republic unless there 
be a more alert intelligence of citizenship, a 
stronger loyalty to duty among our representa- 
tives both legislative and executive. To both we 
must appeal first of all for a check upon the multi- 
plying of laws and regulations. 

Already the evil threatens the integrity of our 
whole structure of ordered liberty. Our congress 
and our forty-eight legislatures pour forth session 
by session a torrent of new laws, and under this 
flood respect for laws and ability to enforce them 
are being smothered. \As cheap money drives out 
good money, so bad laws are destroying good, by 
making equal apd efficient enforcement a physical 


| 


if not @ political impossibility. When law enforce- 
ment officers cannot find time or means to enforce 
all laws equally upon all they must choose what 


to enforce and they will choose whom to prosecute. 
It is not otherwise and it cannot be otherwise. 


It is futile to scold about the growing disrespect 
of law while laws grow beyond the possibility of 
enforcement. And there is a special ireny in the 
fact that the very citizens who most vociferously 
cofiplain of disrespect for law, lawlessness, eva- 
sion or nonehforcement are they who are most 
active to procure enactments which have least 
chance of enforcement. The reformer who wants 
to impose his code and standards of private con- 
duct upon others, who has léast respect for the 


@imitations upon law which our principles of lib- 


erty have imposed, who has least respect for tie 


practioal limits of administration, who is most 
ardent for each extension of government regula- 


tion in private business and private life, is he who 


*6 most against the predicament he is at 
rk to create. 

We think extension of regulation into the field 
of private judgment and private conscience, and 
the mere multiplication of laws of all kinds are 
making a government pf laws impossible and a 
government of men—that is, of unjust and highly 
personal discrimination—a disastrous certainty. 
We think these twin evils are breaking down offi- 
celal integrity and civic responsibility by making 
honest and equal enforcement of the laws not 
merely politically and morally difficult but physic- 
ally impossible. 

Mr. Tod’s predicament will soon be not the ex- 
ception but the rule, if it is not already so. He 
was charged with enforcement of a good law; but 
the performance of a plain duty became intolerable 
because we have broken down the Vigor of all

GARY’S CHANCE FOR FAME. 
A recent assertion by E. H. Gary, chairman of 
the United States Steel corporation, that substitu- 
tion of the eight hour day for the present twelve 
hour system would wreck the industry, is effec- 
tively discounted by a report of the Colorado Fuel 
and Iron company just made public. This concern, 
while a much smaller organization than the United 
States Steel corporation, is nevertheless an efficient 
and prosperous producer of steel. The very fact 
that it is a smaller concern than the corporation, 
and can still operate on the eight hour basis with 
profit, adds to the weight of its testimény against 
the larger organization. : 
Speaking of its eight hour system, a letter by a 
director of the Colorado company says: “ We have 
lost nothing either in producing cost or in output 
by reason of the change.” Labor costs increased 
from 1 to 1% per cent. Production per man hour is 
now greater than ft was on the twelve hour shift. 
“It is obvious, therefore, that our change from a 
twelve to an eight hour day was practical and has 
been successful.” 
In view of such testimony, when Mr. Gary says, 
“TI would like to see the eight hour day in general 
effect throughout the industry, but we do not 
intend to wreck the industry, and that is what 
woulf happen if we adopted it,” he is confessing 
that he and his great orgunization are inferior in 
ability, In progressiveness, and in humanity to 
their small competitor, the Colorado Fuel and Iron 
company. He may admit that if he wishes, but 
the public will not agree with him, except perhaps 
on the last point. 
The public is convinced that what one compara- 
tively small steel concern can accomplish, the great 
leader of all the steel industry in this country can 
accomplish. When the United States Steel cor- 
poration discovered that it was ,;»roducing steel in 
its Gary mills nearly 20 per cent cheaper than in 
its Pittsburgh mills a few years ago, it promptly 
improved the latter to a point where they could 
produce about on a par with the Calumet district. 
It can and should do as much in this matter of 
the twelve hour day. 
The twelve hour day is @ misfortune and 4 
menace to the workers involved, and a liability to 
the community in which they live, and indirectly 
to'the nation. It smothers family life, community 
life, and general pfogress: It is inhuman and 
unintelligent, both for the individual and for socl- 
ety.

The ¢ase with which morphine, dlacetyimorphine, 
and cocaine can be stiuggied into the United States 
and put of the countries of Europe, owing to their 
small bulk and ready concealment, and the enormous 
profits in the traffic, make the conibating of drug 
addiction in the United States doubly difficult. The 
American plan placed before the commission in 
Geneva is undoubtedly the only method of perma- 
nently and efféctively combating the evil. The refusa) 
of other big nations to cobperate—and it is nothing 
less than this in reality—owing to selfish motives, 
indicates that they place government revenues and 
political expediency above moral considerations.

STATE WORKERS 
IN AUSTRIA MAY 
CALL BIG STRIKE 


{Chicago Tribune Foreign News Service.] 

VIENNA. June 16.—All state em- 
ployés of Austria today threatened a 
general strike for more pay. The 
strike is aimed directly at the league 
of nations’ plan to reconstruct Aus- 
tria. About 170,000 employés, includ- 
ing railways, posts, customs and police 
employés, demanded a lump increase 
of 2,000,000,000,000 crowns annually. 
Chancellor Seipel said he could only 
grant one-tenth of that amount. The 
full amount would incgease the month- 
ly deficit to 300,000,000,000 crowns, 
which is made up from the allied loans, 
to 600,000,000,000 crowns monthly. 

Two ministers of the German party 
Vice Chancellor Frank and Minister 
of Commerce Schurff, offered their 
resignations to Chancellor Seipel to- 
day. Acceptance of the resignations 
would mean the fall of the Seipel gov- 
ernment, because the German party 
is an essential part of Chancellor 
Seipel’s‘ coalition and supports the state 
employés’ demands. The employés 
are getting $20 monthly higher than 
American employés. 

Chancellor , Seipel, after refusing 
their demands today, agreed to nego- 
tiate further because the effect the 
strike would have on the Austrian 
loan.

The federal act providing aid to the 
states in vocational rehabilitation -be- 
came a law in June, 1920, when only 
six states had passed vocational aid 
laws and only two or three were actu- 
ally at work under local auspices.

Figures Show Increase. 


During the fiscal year 1920-21, 457: 
persons were rehabilitated and 1,682 
were receiving assistance at the close 
of the year. During 1921-22 1,890 per- 
sons were gepminee and 8,147 were 
in process of rehabilitation when the 
year ended. These figures, it is esti- 
mated, will be doubled when the re- 
ports of the fiscal year ending this 
month are received. 

Illinois, however, which accepted the 
act in June, 1921, succeeded in the en- 
suing twelve months in rehabilitating 
only seven persons. During that time 
its total expenditures of federal and 
state money amounted to $21,679, of 
which $15,386 went for salaries of 
supervisors, directors and agents—Illi- 
nois has nine field agents, a number 
exceeded only by New Jersey—$1,178 
for salaries of other employés, and

These 
men, familiar with the labor shortage 
problems in the vegetable growing 
section around the city and the drudg- 
ery of weeding and cultivating truck 
crops, realize the necessity of sup- 
plement:..: man and horse power with 
motor-drawn garden tools. 

Several different makes of tractors 
from different states were put to the 
comparative test before the critical, 
practical truck farmers of this and ad- 
joining counties. Some of the ma- 
chines that have been perfected to do 
the work in trucking sections where 
special crops are grown were not able 
to compete favorably with machines 
designed to meet the needs of local 
confitions. With most of them, how- 
evér, tho farmers agreed that with the 
addition of slightly different tools to 
stir the soil they would be able to use 
them successfull-- in this district. It 
was an education for both farmers and 
manufacturers who attended the 
meeting. — 

Means Mach to Gardeners. 

The accomplishment of engineers in 
building « machine that will minimize 
kand weeding and do away with the 
laborious task of pushing a wheel hoe 
by hand will much to the women 
and men i. truck gardening. 

Some farmers haVe considered the 
garden tractor still in the experimental 
stage, but believed in the possibilities of 
successfully developing it. Motorizing 
trucking implements would be a great 
labor saver for the vegetable gardener, 
the florist and the nurseryman.

spiration, breath, and other secretions.

Lack of Pjenty of Water. 

Dr. William Lee Howard emphatic- 
‘ally states that “it is the lack of plenty 
of water that causes the skin to give 
forth odors.

water before, during, and after the ex- 
ercise, no amount of bathing will pre- 
vent an odor coming from the skin.

) under the arms are extremely 
active. But you can so saturate your 
system with pure water that the fatty 
and acid odors become highly diluted 
and scarcely make their presence 
known to those around you. 

The habit of at least six glasses of 
water a day is recommended as first 
aid in minimizing the trouble. 

Daily Bath Imperative. 

It would not seem necessary to ad- 
vise the daily bath as a further meas- 
ure of precaution. The afflicted, given 
ordinary common sense, would know 
the necessity of it. But those. who per- 
spire too freely may not know that the 
tendency may be diminished by the 
lukewarm bath and not the too hot. 
Those who take a lukewarm bath per- 
spire less than others on warm summer 


It is only logical, too, that special 
attention must be paid to cleanliness 
in those parts that have the greatest 
number of sudorific glands, such as, 
for example, the axillae and the toes 
of the feet. These may be bathed in 
alcohol and water, one-half to one- 
third of the latter; also with vinegar 
and water. Alum and baking soda 
added to the water are helpful reme- 
dies. 

When the feet perspire freely, hot 
water must be used—but followed with 
the use of cold water so that the 
opened pores will close again. Pouring 
cold water into the\pathtub over the 
feet will effect this—but it should be 
done quickly. (Incidentally it might be 
noted here that this foot treatment is 
recommended by a medical man in 
cases of headache and insomnia, drain- 
ing the blood from’ the brain.) 

Change Stockings Daily. 

It is essential that fresh stockings 

are put on daily and shoes aired after 


each wearing. Even though it necessi- , 
tates washing out the stockings over, 


night, which only takes a minute or 
two anyway, it should be done, Be-

Dress shields, too, should be washed 
after each wearing, as they are the 
worst offenders in repeating the 
offense. 

However, there is a remedy which 


I have a great deal of faith in, which. 


is simple and comparatively inexpen- 
sive. It is a 25 per*cent solution of 
aluminum chloride in distilled water. 
Dab it¢gently on the affected part 
every second"6r third day and allow it 
to dry on. It is usually sufficient to 
make three such applications, then 
wait for a recurrence before resuming 
treatment. Or one application a week 
may be made to ward off recurrences. 
But this will cause a rapid ameliora- 
tion of the excessive sweating. 
Apply Remedy at Night. 

Dress shields may be discarded 
after a few applications. In using this 
remedy I must caution you not to use 
it excessively, or it may cause a sharp 
itching or stinging senation which, 
however, will spontaneously subside 
if the part is not scratched. If you 
find it irritates despite following direc- 
tions, splash water on the parts first 
before applying the solution to dilute 
its strength. Only a very tender skin, 
however, will find this necessary. And 
here is something you must be sure 
to do: Allow the lotion to dry on thor- 
oughly before clothing is permitted to 
touch the skin. It is best to do it at 
night before retiring. - 

This remedy acts as an astringent. 
The idea that the general health will 
suffer if perspiration in the armpits. 
hands and feet is stopped is erroneous. 
The sweat glands will be provided out- 
let on the skin in other parts of the 
body, and no ill effects can - possibly 
occur as a result of the use of the 
perspiration astringent” as above de- 
scribed. F 

Before using any preparation for 
preventing perspiration be careful to 
cleanse the parts and rinse the soap 
therefrom thoroughly. 

Another remedy for perspiration is 
to wash the armpits and feet night and 
morning in lukewarm water and soap; 
rinse well and dry. Then apply freely 
the following solution: Alcohol, one 
pint; salicylic acid, two drams.

HE knitting of fancy socks or

AVINIA'S opening for the new summer season is close 
at hand. To be exact, it will'be next Saturday night, 
and the golden throated singers, the famous conductors, 
and the t Chicago Symphony orchestra are assem- 

bling, ready rg first notes of the ten weeks of great joy 
that is about to transpire at the lovely garden of art on the 
north shore. 


Circumstances over which neither Mr. Eckstein nor any 
one else hereabouts had any control have, however, made a 
new opening bill necessary. Elisa- 
beth Rethberg was to have made 
her first appearance in this part of 
the country as Mimi in “La Bo- 
heme,” but instead of that attrac- 
tion, Graziella Pareto, Tito Schipa, 
and Giuseppe Danise will sing in 
“La Traviata.”

EW YORK.—[Special Correspondence.}—The anxious 
lady who writes to protest that the romance of the 
theater is fading; that all plays are men’s plays; that 
not once in a blue moon is she thrilled in the play- 

house, as once she was, when men were heroes and women 
were worth their winning, is not without a reasonable argu- 
ment. 


But neither is she altogether 
fair to-the theater and the writers 
‘therefor. It is still a woman's 
world inside the playhouse. Not 
one play in a dozen is without its 
romance of the very type:the lady 
believes she misses, though many 
of them are more artfully dis- 
guised than they used to be. 


Of the'ten plays we selected as 
representing .the best of the the- 
atre’s contributions this season, not 
one of them is without its romance, 
though none of them is juvenile or 
foolish. 


In “ Rain,” for example, the lady 
is one who wears a scarlet letter 
into the South Seas, where it at- 
tracts the attention of.a bigot in 
missionary clothing. Thereafter this 
heroine is forced to fight for her 
soul. In the end the lady wins and the missionary, damned 
by his contact with the world and the flesh, slashes his own 
throat and goes forward in the spirit to make his peace with 
God. 


There is not much of the romance that is sweet and 
pretty in this story, I'll admit. Such as there is concerns an 
honest marine who is willing to marry the scarlet heroine 
without question; to take her “as is,” so to speak. And yet 
“Rain” has the most definite romantic grip of all the 
season's plays, and probably gave the protesting lady the 
thrill of her middle years. ,

“ Loyalties” is another of the ten with little of the old 
time romance in its story. And yet there is nothing finer 
than the particular type of loyalty declared by the guilty 
captain’s young wife, who is willing to stick to him through 
to the end of everything, even after his guilt as a thief is 
proved. 


In “Icebound” the romance is more familiar, being that 
of a poor relation who inherits a family fortune, together 
with a letter asking her to use the money to help the black 
sheep of the flock find himself.

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PARASITES ARE PICKY. 
AST year the bodies of two in- 
sects were corked up in a two 
dram vial. One was a honey bee, 
the other was a tiger beetle. 
Both were aerial creatures, both died 
by suffocation with carbon dioxide, and 
both were treated just alike after 
death. Yet the bee developed a thick 
coating of furry mold about her ctr 


cass, while the tiger beetle simply 


dried up and became a mummy. The 


mold did not touch him. This reveals 


one of the most interesting angles 
of insect life, and, incidentally, of the 


| reasons for death of all creatures. In- 
sectc; have .special diseases, just like . 


people. 

The m@id- which killed the honey 
bee was a special parasite of bees. 
It attacks this species of insect, and 
probably no other. In the normal 
course of events, the sick bee would 
have crawled into some out of the way 
corner of the hive and would have died 
there. After death the mold would 
have matured and cast its spores, in- 
fecting other bees and spreading the 
disease.
